the ſapde acte moꝛe at large doth appeare. 
Sithence the making of which ſtatute, and the ſolemnization of 
the ſaid martage, v Queenes moſt excellent maieſtie hath ben great- 
iy moleſted, greued, a troubled with olten lignyng of letters patents, 
giftes, grauntes, eſchaunges, leaſſes, q other wzitinges, concerning 
and touching benelices, offices, landes reuenues, and kruites, made 
and graunted by and from our ſaid ſoueraigne loꝛd the kyng and her 
highnes, to ſundꝛy ok their moſt louing ſubiects, to whom alſo it hath 
ben. and is, no ſmall charge to attend, vntyll ſuch tyme as they map 
pꝛocure and obtaine the ligne manuel ol her higynes. vnto their laid 
letters patentes,giftes, grauntes eſchaunges, conkirmations, a lea 
ſes, without which ligne the lame are vtterly void by loꝛce ol the ſaid 
ſtatute, to the great daunger, loſe, and btter vndoyng of diuers pers 
ſons, that haue lately bought, purchaſed oꝛ obtetned of our ſaid ſoue⸗ 
raigne Loꝛd a Lady the king and Nueenes maieſties, diuers lands, 
tenementes, and other hereditamets, to their great coſtes a charges. 
Foꝛ remedy whereof, be it enacted by the aucthoꝛitie of this pꝛelene 
parliament. that the ſaide bꝛaunch oz article touchyng oꝛ concerning 
only the ſigning of letters patents, gifts, grauntseſchanges, conkir⸗ 
mations, leaſſes, oꝛ ofother wzitings,foz anylands,benefices,offices, 
reuenues, kruites, oꝛ other hereditamentes. ſhallbe lrom hencekoꝛth 
clerelp repelled and made kurſtrate a voide, ta al intentes a purpoſes, 
And be it further enacted by aucthoꝛitie ot this pꝛeſent parliament, 
that all and linguler letters patentes, touching oꝛ concernyng any 
apt, graunt, eſchaunge, conkirmation, lealſe, oꝛ other w2ytyng,the 
whiche ſythence the ſapd mariage hath paſſed, and ben made of any 
benefices, offices, manours, landes, tenementes, reuenues, fruites, 
liberttes oꝛother hereditamentes, oꝛ of any of them, inthe names of 
our moſte dꝛead Soueraigne Loꝛde and Ladye, the Kyng and the 
Queenes Maieſties (the warraunt oz wzytyng, oz warrants oꝛ wꝛi⸗ 
tynges wherol beyng ſigned with her highnes ſigne manual, in ſuch 
fourme, oꝛder, and degree, as the lame heretofoze haue ben accuſio» 
med to be ligned, when her highnes was ſole and vnmarped) ſhalbe 
by auctoꝛitie of this pꝛelent paritament, of the ſame like koꝛce, ſtren⸗ 
gth and effecte in the la we, to al intentes, conſtructions, and purpo⸗ 
ſes, as yt the ſame were oꝛ had ben ſigned by her highnes ligne ma⸗ 
nuel, and as it her maieſtie had ben at the time ofthe makyng theres 
of ſole and vnmaried, and as they were befoze the makpng of the 
ſayde Acte: The laydeſtatute, oz any bꝛaunch.oꝛ article therein con» 
teyned tothe contrary, in any wyle not withſtandpng. 7

E it enacted by thauctoꝛitie ofthis pꝛeſent parlfamee, 
that no perſon boꝛne within this realme, oꝛ the domi⸗ 
Dy ntons of the lame, other then the lon and heire appa⸗ 
fl FN traunc ot a knight, oꝛ other then ſuch as may diſpende 
A SS ABIFT. li. by the pere in landes offices, fees, oꝛ other pere⸗ 
— ive reuenues foꝛ terme of life, oꝛ be wooꝛth in goodes 
two. C. li. ſhall after the firſtdayofApzilinert commyng, weare any 
maner of ſilke. in, oꝛ vpon his hat, bonef.nightcap,ay:dle,ſcabbarde, 
hoſe, ſhoeg, v2 ſpurre leathers, vpon payne of thꝛee monethes impꝛi⸗ 
ſonment,and fozfeyture of .x.lf,foz euery dapes wearing contrary to 
the tenoꝛ of this acte, 
And be it further enacted by thaucthoꝛitie afozeſapde, that Ju- 
ſiices of Alliſes in they? circuites, Juſtices ot peace in theyꝛ ſeſſtons, 
Sherifles in theyꝛ turnes. Ste wardes in letes and la we dapes, Ma⸗ 
tos, Sherilies, and Bailifles of cities, Boꝛoughes, and Townes coz- 
oꝛate in they? courtes, ſhall and may enquire, heare and determine 
rom time to time, all and euery the ſayd offences, committed oꝛ done 
within the limittes ok therꝛ leuerall turildicttons and aucthoꝛities: 
and where any ſuch fo:feitures ſhall happen to be kounde within the 
pꝛecincte of any Citie, Boꝛough, Towne cozpozate.lete oz la we day, 
then the Maſoz,Sheriffe,x Bailifles of che laid Cittes,2Bozoughes,s 
townes, and owner of the ſayde lete oz lawe dape, fo haue the one 
moytte of the ſapd foꝛteytures, and the other moytte to be to any ſubs 
iecte of this realme that wylſue koꝛ the lame, in any courte of recoꝛd. 
by action, tnfozmation,byil,o2 other wiſe, in which no wager of law, 
pꝛotection, oꝛ eſſoigne ſhalbe allowed. And where ſuche fozfeyture 
ſhalbe founde out of any cit ie. boꝛough, towne, lete oꝛ lawe day, that 
the moitie ol al ſuch fozteytures ſhalbe to the king and queenes Ma⸗ 
teſties,and the heyꝛes ol the Queene, andthother moitie thereot to a⸗ 
ny ol their ſubiectes that wyllſue koꝛ che lame, by byl, playnt, action, 
inkoꝛmation, oꝛ other wiſe, in any court of recoꝛde as is atoꝛeſapde, in 
which no wager ok lawe, piotection, 0zelloigne, chalbe admitted oz 
alowed. And that al andeuery ſuch perſon and perſons, as haue auc⸗ 
thoꝛitie by vertue of this acte, to heare and determine the pꝛimiſſes, 
may vpon the conuiction of eyery ſuch offender, a warde pꝛoces vnto 
the Sheriffe of any Shire within this realme, koꝛ the appꝛehenſion 
of the ſapd offender, which bepng appꝛehended. halbe committed by 
the Sherifle vnto the gaole of the oe Sherifle, there to remapne 
without baple 02 mapnepꝛple, vntyllthelayde offendour hath payde 
the foxepture wherein he is lo Wr Ind

1 nypkalſe ne wes, pes. oꝛ other ſuch itlie falſe thinges of 
O poelates, Dukes, Carles, Barons, and other nobles 
and Peeres of this realme, oꝛ ot the Chauncellour, Treaſarer, clarke 
of the pꝛiuie ſeale, Ste ward ofthe kinges houthold, Juſtices of the 
one bancke oꝛ of thother, oꝛ of any ol the great ofitcres of this realme, 
and that euery ſuch offender ſhoulde be taken and impꝛiſoned vntyll 
ſuche tyme as he had bꝛought hym oz them foozth whiche dyd ſpeake 
the lame. And where allo at a pariiament Holden at Cambzidge in 
the. rif. pere of the raigne of the ſaypd2 kyng Ricyarde, it was alſo 
enacted,that where any ſuch ollender, as is afozeiapde, ſhouide be ta- 
ken and tmp;ſened,and could not fynde Him of whom he heard choſe 
newes which he lpake, as is afozelayde, then that the ſame ſpeaker 
j ſhould be puniſhed by the aduiſe of the counſell, as by the ſame actes 
amongtt other moze playnely do and map appeare, 
Be it enacted by the aucthoꝛitie of this pzeſent parliament, that 
all and euery the ſayde loꝛmer actes and ſtatutes, halbe and remayne 
in theyꝛ kull fozce, ſtrength and effecte, to allintentes,conffructions, 
and purpoſes, And kurther that Juſtices ol peace in euery Shyze, 
Citie, and towne coꝛpoꝛate, within the limittes of theyꝛ ſeueral come 
millions, hal byaucthoꝛitie ofthis preſent act haue łul power to exa⸗ 
mine, heare, and determine the caules abouelapde, in the ſapde two

riffe oz Sheriffes ofthe countie where thollence ſhalbe committed, 
oꝛ to other oꝛdinarie officer, yf it be within any citie 02 towne coꝛpo⸗ 
rate, where the Sherifle can not intromit: commaundpng Hym oz 
them by the ſame impanell, and retourne, as they ſhal aſltgne.xriiit.

refraine their malice, becauſe the ſayd falſe and peruerſe people, do go 
from dioces to dioces, and wil not appeare befoze the ſayddtoceſans, 
but the ſame diocelans, and their turiſoiction ſpirityall, "_ the 
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feyes of the Churche, with the ſenſures ol the lame, doo vtterly cons 
temne and deſpiſe, and ſo their wicked pꝛeachynges and doctrines 
doeth from day to day continue and exerciſe, to the hatred ofryght 
and reaſon;and vtter deſtruction of oꝛder a good rule, Mpon whiche 
nowelties and excelſles aboue rehearſed, the Pꝛelates and Cleargie 
afozeſayd, c allo the commons of the ſapde realme, being in the lame 
parlfament, pꝛaping our loueraigne loꝛde the zyng, that his royall 
highnes would vouchſafe in the lald parliament, to pꝛouide a conue⸗ 
nient remedy: the ſame our ſoueraigne loꝛd the king, gracioully con⸗ 
ſedering the pꝛemilleg, and alſo the laudable ſteppes ol his ſayd moſf 
noble pꝛogenitoꝛs and auncefozs, fo2 the conſeruatton ofthe ſaid cas 
tholike faith, and ſultentatton of Gods honoz,and alſo the fafegarde 
of the eſtate, rites, and liberties ol the ſatd Church of England, to the 
laude of God, and merite of our ſapde ſoueraigne loꝛde thekyng, and 
pꝛoſperitie and honour of all his ſapd realme, a foz the eiche wing ol 
ſuche dillentions,diutſtons,hurtes,flaunders,andperyls in tyme to 
come: and that this wicked lect, pꝛeachynges, doctrines, a opinions, 
ſhoulde from hencefoꝛth ceaſe, and be vtterly deſtroyed by the allent 
of the ſtates, and other diſcreete men ot the realme, being in the ſayd 
paritament.hath graunted, ſtablylhed, a oꝛdeyned from hencefozth, 
tyꝛmelp to be obſerued, that none within the ſapde realme, oꝛ any 
other dominions, ſubiectes to his royal Maieſtie, pꝛeſume to pꝛeach 
openly 02 pꝛiuily, without the licenſe of the dioceſan ol the ame place 
kyꝛlt requyzed and obteyned, Curates in their owne Churches, and 
perſons hytherto pztutledged, and other of the canon law graunted. 
onely except. Noꝛ that none from hencekoꝛth any thyng pꝛeach, hold, 
teach, oꝛ tnſtructe, openly oz pꝛiuilp, oz make oz wꝛyte any booke con⸗ 
trary to the catholtke fayth , oꝛ determination of the holy Churche, 
noꝛ ol ſuche lect and wicked doctrines and opinions, ſhall make any 
conuenticles, 02 in any wyle holde oꝛ exerciſe ſcooles. And alſo that 
none from hencekooꝛth in any wyle fauour ſuche pzeacher, oꝛ maker 
of any ſuche and lyke conuenticles, 02 holdyng oꝛ exerciſyng ſcooles, 
o2 maliyng oꝛ wꝛytyng luche bookes,o2 fo teaching,infozming,oz ex« 
citing the people, noꝛ any ofthem mainteine. oꝛ in any wyſe luſleine. 
And that al and ſynguler hauyng luche bookes,oz any wzytyngesof 
ſuch wicked doctrine and opinions, ſhalt really with effect deliuer, oz 
cauſe to be deliuered al ſuch bookes @ wzytyngs to the dioceſan ol the 
ſame place, within. xl. dayes from the tyme of the pzoclamation of 
this ozdinance a ſtatute. And ik any perſon oz perſons, of whatloeuer 
kind, eſtate, oꝛ condition that he oꝛ they be, from hencekoꝛth do, oꝛ at⸗ 
tempt againſt the royal oꝛdinance a ſtatute afozeſaide inp pzemilles, 
oꝛ in any of them: oꝛ ſuch bokes in þ fourme afozeſatd,do not deliuer. 
then the dioceſan of the lame place in his dioces. ſuche perſon oz pers 
ſons in this behalte defamed,0z evidently ſuſpected, a euery of them, 
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may by the aucthoꝛitie of the ſayd Oꝛdinarie and ſtatute, cauſe to be 
arreſted,and vnder ſafe cuſtodie in his pꝛylons to be detepned, vntyl 
he oꝛ they, ol the articles latd to him oꝛ them in this behalte, do cano⸗ 
nicallp purge hym oꝛ them ſelte, oꝛ els ſuch wycked lect,pzeachings,

al other maner of eſtates ofthe lame realme of England, as wellſpt- 
rituall as tempoꝛall, and alfo al maner of policie, a finally the la weg 
of the land: The lame our ſoueraigne lozd the king, to the hon our of 
God, and in conſetyation and foztification of the chꝛiſten kayth, and 
alſo in ſaluation oł his royal eſtate, ofthe ſtate of al his realme, wil⸗ 
lyng againſt the malice of ſuch heret ines a lolards, to pꝛouide a moꝛe 
open remedie a pun hment then hath been had and vſed in the caſe 
heretofoze,ſo that foꝛ feare of the lame lawes and puniſhment, ſuche 
hereſies and lolardꝛies may the rather ceaſe in tyme to come, by the

dyng to the oꝛder of the lawes and ſtatutes of this Kealme, foz the 
tyme beyng, haue the lame. Foz the auoydyng of all ſcruples that 
might growe by any thoccaſions afoꝛeſapd, oꝛ by any other wapes oꝛ 
meanes whatſoeuer: It mape pleaſe pour maieſties, to be intercel⸗ 
ſours and mediatours to the lapde moſt reuerende father Cardi⸗ 
nall Poole, that allſuch cautes and quarels by pꝛetence of the ſayde 
ſcilme, 02 by any other occaſion, oꝛ meane whatloeuer, myght be mo⸗ 
ued by the Popes holynes, oꝛ See Apoſtoltke, oꝛ by any other iuril⸗ 
diction Eccieſtalticall, may be vtterly remoued and taken awape , lo 
as all perſons hauyng ſufitcient conueyaunce of the ſapde lands and 
hereditamentes, goodes, and catteis, as is atozeſapde,by the common 
la wes, actes, oꝛ ſtatutes of this realme, mape without ſcruple of con» 
ſcience enfop them, without impeachement oꝛ trouble. by pꝛetence ot 
any generail counſaple, Canons, oꝛ Eccleſiaſticall la wes, and cleare 
from all daungers ol the cenſures ot the Churche. FSI 
AND confozmably hereunto, the Biſhoppes and Clergie ofthe 
p2outnceof Cantei burpe, haue pzeſented to your Maieſtieg a ſuppli⸗ 
cation, in this tenour that kolo wet. :
